The Spanish Commander at Campo Florido reeeived informa- 
tion on Wednasday,the 25th,that the insurgent chief Nestor 
Aranguren had fone,accompanied by an orderly,to a hut at the 
Pita hills (between Tapaste and Campo Florido) to See a young 
girl. The said Commander transmitted the information to Col. 
Aranzabe, his superior officer,who next morning,the 26th, ordered 
the "Guadalajara" and the "Reina™ infantry batallionsgand 3 


squadrons of the "Pizarro”™ eavalry regiment to march towards 


the Pita hills,whieh they did, Lieutenant Colonel Renedicto, 


command ing the "Reina”™ battallion,the advance euard of the 
column,captured near the Pita hills a white man,an insurgent, 
who was identified by the practico or guide of the column as 
Pio Romero,Aranguren's orderly. Romero was submitted to tor- 
ture and his 1ife was finally pardoned on condition that he 
eonfessed where Aranguren was,which he did,Saying that hea, 
Aranguren,was within ten minutes from where the troops were, 
Romero was then compelled to guide them to the hut, Aranguren 


was the only man in the hut ,and was angaged in writing a 


letter to New York at the time,relying on Romero,who was sup-

posed to be outside on the alert. The troops surrounded the 
hut. Benedicto was heard to say that he would never bring 
Aranguren alive ‘to Habana,but he would shoot him,and cited 
Weyler’s disapproval ,when Rius Rivera was brought alive to 
this eapital hy General Hernandez de Velasco, Whegas 
stated,the troops surrounded the hutgAranguren eame out 
unarmed,and threw up his hands shouting:* T am General 
Aranguren,do not fire, I surrender".- Lieutenant Colonel 
Benedicto stepped out of the ranks,made-Aranguren a pri- 
soner,and detached 20 men,eommanded by a lieutenant,who 


close to Aranguren fired on and killed him. Aranguren’s

Plorido to telegraph to his superiors at Habana. General 
Gonzalez parrado,acting Captain and Governor General, Sent a 
eoffin to Campo Florido for Ruiz's body.

As I write ~ 8 A.M, - General Blanco, with a small 
military escort and a "cracked" band, is passing the SJonsulate 
for the train, en route for Havana, where, as he informed me 
last night, he would go direct in order to meet a French naval 
officer who was to leave for a. and whom he desired to see 
and be with on his departure. He got "cold comfort" here. A 
motley crowd or mob followed him, and several thousand hungry, 
starving “concentrados" stood sentry in front of the residence 
where he was being entertained. The Alcolde tried to disperse 
them by telling them General Blanco on his return to Havana would 
remit him money with which to buy food to feed them, but they 


stuck to him, so that the police were compelled to use force to 
make way for the General to get through them to the train. 


A rich widow, owning a sort of palatial residence here, who 
always entertained Weyler, was requested to take Blanco, but she 
bluntly refused. MWeither would any other Spaniard do so, and a 
wealthy French citizen agreed to take him. I actually pitied the 
General. His mission of purchasing presentades proved a failure 
He comes direct to Sagua, a well known Spanish "intransigento"® 
town, and here he finds the mission he was sent to Suba on, shows 
no autonomy for Spaniards and no autonomy for Oubans, except a few 
hungry, irresponsible ones of both races. It is difficult te

determine who is on the greater disgust, the conservative 
Spaniards, or the Oubans who snatched up autonomy before they 
looked the situation over. It is an unpardonable sin on part 
our government, and I feel in staying here I am "particips 
crimines® in allowing thie hopeless farcical strife to continue 
at the cost of the thousands innocent women and children dying 
daily. Yes, sir, it is an indictment against the Republicans to 
sweep them from the face of the earth, and to cause Reed, the 
brainist man in his or any other party never to be heard of out- 
side the Portland district; when the truth is made known to the 
people -— the people, not the politicians ~~ what a spectacle!

With reference to the Department's instruction No.544,of 


tye 24th ultimo,desiping to know if any recent changes had been 
made in the passport regulations in this city,reported by me 

on September 25th,1896, I have to state that I am informed at 
the passport bureau,that no changes whatever have been made, : 
beyomd holding the passports presented for visa for twenty- 
four hours before delivery. 

Although Americans and others are allowed to land without 
passports,yet mo one can Leave port,or obtain a passage ticket 
by an out-going vessel without presenting a passport duly vi- 
saed by the Govermment,which is kept by the consignees of the 
vessel for police inspection on board,when it is then returned 
to the passenger if in order. ° 

I repeat my recommendation that all Americans coming to 
Cuba,provide themselves with passports from the Department of 
State,which will serve to identify them properly while here, 
and greatly facilitate their departure when ready to leave 
the Island.

In recently opening a safe belonging to Ex-eonsul gen- 
eral R.O.WILLIAMS, which was among the furniture of the eon- 
sulate,I found with other papers of little importance, an old 
eypher book of ‘the Department of State, dating back to 1867; 
an instruction No.5 of May 16,1696, addressed to the late 
eonsul general , FITZHUGH LEE, containing the “Hamlet* eypher; 
and a sealed ecanvas bag containing articles belonging to Mr. 
CHARLES E.CROSBY, a newspaper correspondent who joined the 
Cubans, and was killed in the action at Santa Teresa on the 
Sth of December,1697. This package was delivered to General 
LEE, by Mr.MADRIGAL, then U.S.Consular Agent at Saneti Spiri- 
tus, about the 5th of January,1696, I also transmit the oré- 
ginal inventory of the money and effeets found on CROSBY at 
hie death, and tranamitted to General LEE, through Mr .MADRI- 
GAL. A eopy and translation of this inventory was forwarded 
to the Department of State in dispateh No.7357, of January 5th, 
1896. I find an indorsement on a eopy that remained in ‘this 
offiee,in Gen: LEE’'S handwriting,to the effeet that: "January

Again, Sefior Collector, if your rule of law is well found- 
ed and is as unbending as the laws of the Medes and Persians, 
what could be done by vessels doing business at this port, if 
every consignee should impose an exaction of $60... upon the vea- 
sel consigned to him. Under your rule the vessel could not clear 
‘Wntil it was paid, the signing of clearance by a consignee bein 
a formal, but purely a voluntary act ? This shows you, by ap- 
plication of your rule, thet the port of Havana would soon be 
filled with foreign ships waiting compensation to ‘be paid, not 
the Cuban Government for fees and charges, but by the interven- 


tion of the Collector of Customs, await ingthe satisfying 
of the rapacity of the consignees, by the masters of the vessels, 
@, having no other relief except appeal by the masters to their 
respective governments, It would, if carried inte effect, 
place the young Replubdlic of Cuba in a position to revive 
in the Maratime World the history of the Barbary States! 
I cannot but belié¢ve that more mature reflection 
upon the facts and circumstances surrounding the case of the 
"CLARA A, PHINNEY", will.iead your felicitous mind to make 
a discrimination in the application of your rule, and grant 
her clearance upon her compliance with the health rules and

in Cuba. 


The office of Vice Consul and chief clerk,has very largely 
more work to perform than the First Secretary at the Legation, and 
his work requires more knowledge of commercial business and at times, 
of international law arising ‘in ‘ marine service, more knowledge of 
the tariff laws of the United States and of Cuba and their applicae 
tion,and more knowledge of the laws and practice of admiralty. Why 
should his pay be less ? It costs him just as much to live and just 
as much to arees.

SUBJECT: Proposed teriff of Cuban consular fees. 


I have indicated on the margin of the enclosure 
with Consul General Bragg's despatch the fees embraced in 
the United States tariff which seem to correspond to those 
in the Cuban tariff. As will be seen, the proposed Cuban 
fees range from twice to three times the amount of the 
United States fee for the same service. Comparison is dif- 
ficult in some cases, because of the difference in the 
method of charging the fee---the Cuban tariff imposing a 
fee according to the amount involved, the United States 
tariff imposing a stated fee for a specific act. The fees 
in the proposed tariff will be particularly burdensome upon 


Cuban citizens, especially the fees relating to notarial 


end judicial services. 

The following fees seem to require the Department's 
attention: 

CERTIFICATES TO MANIFESTS OF CARGO. 

Where a vessel is bound to a single Cuban port, each 
registered ton up to 5,000 must pay a consular fee of .02; 
if bound to several Suban ports, an additional fee of 01 a 
ton must be paid for each additional port; if the vessel 
touches at a foreign port oefore errival in Cuba, an edditional 
fee of .01 per ton must be paid. This fee will be burdensome 
upon our trade with Cuba, as will be seen from the statement 
that out of a total of 39,549 vessels of all. — which 
arrived at Habana and Watanses,during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1900, the American vessels numbered 15,117 (Returns 
of Collectors of Customs). It is not clear whether by 


- 


"registered ton” is meant the registered tonnage of the 
vessel, as Mr. Placé holds in writing to the Minister, or 
the tonnage of the cargo, as held by Mr. Carbonell in his 
letter to the Minister. From the actual working of the 


proposed fee, the tonnage of cargo would seem to be meant. 


BILL OF HEALTH. 
The fee for a bill of health is $4, which is less than 
our fee of $5. We charge only $2.50 for a stpplemental bili 
of health, however, and issue all bills of health free to 


American vessels. 


CERTIFICATION OF INVOICES. 

The fee for certifying invoices is $2.00 for an invoice 
up to $200 in value, and .10 for each sdditional $100. This 
fee does not appear to be large until its practical operation 
is considered. The following table will show at a glance 


how it comparés with our fee:

CERTIFICATION OF BILLS OF LADING. 


The proposed tariff imposes a fee of $2.00 for visaing 
each set of bills of lading. The United States has no fee 


of this character, nor does it require the vise.

The consuler fees 
to be paid in shipping from New York to Habana by Bri tish/

this consulate, but goes to the Treasury of the United States, 
and must be reported. This consulate being charged in account 
for each copy in addition to the triplicate authorized, Ship- 
ments to Tampa are not withinrthe class where quadruplicates 
are furnished, 

The trouble grows oat of the action at Key West, of 
the Collector of Customs who demands of you, that he shall 
have an invoice, though the goods are not discharged at his 
port. Quadruplicates are made only where the merchandise 
is intended for immediate transportation to another port with- 
out appraisement"® . “his does not mean that merchandise shipped 


and invoiced to Tampa requires a copy invoice for the Collect- 
or of Customs at Key West, because the vessel having the ship- 
ment invoiced to Tampa, touches at Key West on her voyage to 
Tampa. 

: The claims of Key West, I suspect grew up under the 


administration of the British Consul in the interim between 
the with-drawal of the U.S.Consul at the declaration of war 
with Spain, and the establishment of the U.S.Consulate in June 
1902. The English consul signed what was presented and took 
the fees. Now the fees have to be accounted for and go into 
the Treasury of the United States and not into the Consul's 
pocket. (See Sec: 662 Consular Regulations U.S.) 

In answer to the statement that this consulate is at 
fault and the statement that the Collector Wil not accept 
invoices such as have been furnished you, because they are 
press copies,the collector seems to have fallen into an error, 
No press copies have ever been sent to the Collector at Tampa 
Type-written copies are not press copies within; the meaning 
of the law, 

The law laid down as ruling the action of a consul ,reads: 
* Invoices must be made out on firm durable paper, in legible 


and permanent characters, by writing with ink, or by other 


" process producing the same result. Press copies will not be 


" accepted.(See Artl1823 C.H.Rez:) 

If the Collector will.look at his letter press book,he 
will see what kind of copies are forbidden. Printed copies 
from type-writers are not within the rule of exclusion. Such_ 


copies are received in all the Departments of Government and 
in all branches of business. The identical kind of copy is 


received at New York Custom House and in both the Treasury and 
State Departments. Certainly the Collector of Customs at New 


as 
York, should beawell versed in customs law, as the Collector 


of Customs at Tampa. 

My advice to you would be, to save dispute with your 
Collector to have him submit the question &s to the construce 
tion of the Law to tke Treasury Department, in the interest of 
the shipper as well as his awns If I held under the Treasury, 
I wuld do so myself, You may ask him, if you lion. to sub- 
mit this letter of mine upon the question. If he declines to

do so and adheres to his ruling, then you report the case to 
the Treasury and send this letter in your appeal from the 
Collector's action.

pies being paid. 

In conclusion, I beg to call your attention to the 
language of Section 402 of the Customs Regulations. The words 
"pen and ink" do not occur in the paragraps&, "the invoices must 
"be made out on firm and durable paper ,(in your case they were 
made out on blanks furnished by the United States,) in a legi- 
"ble manner on one side of the paper and with ink that is not 
"liable to fade", The invoices certified fill all these con- 
ditions, unless the Collector at Tampa desires a chemical ana? 
yeis of the ink used to prove is was not liable to fade, 

I hope the consideration of what "press copies" which 
are forbidden was intended really to exclude "letter press coe 
pies of soft paper and will satisfy your collector so that 
there may be no further trouble to you. Unless the Treasury 
Department upon the case failrly stated shall rule that the 
prohibition extends to type-written copies.
